Havana, Dec. 10.— Gen. Bosehe, hav- 
ing been notified that a detachment of 
troops was pursuing the insurgents at 
Santa Arita de Canto, province of San- 
tiago de Cuba, pushed on to its assist- 
ance with a column of troops and met 
the enemy at Shana Corojo. The Span- 
ish advance guard, composed of cavalry, 
under Otero, charged with tho machete, 
sweeping the insurgents to the foot of 
the hills. Then supported by the 
nfantry and two field pieces, the enemy 
was attacked at the hills and completely 
dispersed. The insurgents are believed 
to have sustained heavy loss from the 
artillery lire, which was well directed, 
as well as from the rifle lire of the troops, 
The latter had six ollicers and forty- 
three men wounded and twenty-seven 
horses were killed. 

Key West, Dec. 10.— Newspapers re- 
ceived here last night confirm the death 
of Antonio Maceo and Francisco Gomez, 
son of Maximo Gomez, and state that on 
tho night of December 4, Maceo, with 
several others, succeeded in crossing the 
trocha. Tho newspapers further relate 
that Maceo proceeded to the prov- 
ince of Havana, called together 
all the bands of insurgents, and 
was attacked by Major Ciruejeda, who 
commanded about 000 troops. Tho in- 
surgents numbered about 1,000. Maceo 
was killed in the engagement and Fran- 
cisco Gomez committed suicide after be- 
ing mortally wounded. The report that 
the rebels rushed and gained possession 
of Maceo's body is denied. 

The letter found on the body of young 
Gomez read as follows : 

•' Dear Mamma, Papa, Dear Brothers : 
I die at my post. I did not want to 
abandon the body of Gen. Maceo, and I 
stayed with him. I was wounded in two 
places, and as I did not fall into the 
hands of the enemy I have killed my- 
self. I am dying. 1 die pleased at be- 
ing in the defence of the Cuban cnuso. 
1 wait for you in the other world. Your 
sou, Francisco Gomez, 

" Toro, in San Domingo. 
" Friends or Foes— Please transmit to 
its destination, as requested by one 
dead." 

It is learned that the name of the 
bugler in tho San Quentin battalion is 
" Franco." 

Madrid, Dec. 10.— The manifestations 
of joy at the death of Antonio Maceo 
have been continued in all the principal 
towns of Spain, where the news was 
greeted with fireworks, music and cheer- 
ing for Spain and the army. 

Washington, Dec. 10. — Senor de Lome, 
Spanish Minister, has received a cable 
dispatch from Havana which seems to 
bear out the press report of the death of 
Antonio Maceo and young Gomez. Diaz 
Albertini, the only member of the junta 
now in the city, expressed the opinion 
that the story had no basis of truth, and 
was sent out for the sole purpose of in- 
fluencing, if possible, any action by con- 
gress. 



Most of Them Immigrants and On 
Their Way to the Argen- 
tine Republic. 



Vigo, Dec. 10.— The North German 
Steamship Company's liner Salier was 
wrecked to-day off the north coast of 
Spain. Thero were 210 passengers on 
board and her crew was composed of 05 
men. All ^on board, passengers and 
crew, perished. The passengers con- 
sisted of 113 liussianB, 30 Gali- 
cians, 01 Spaniards, and one German. 
The Salier was bound from Bremen to 
Buenos Ayres via Corunna and Villa- 
garcia. The passengers were mostly in 
the steerage. The Corrobdo rocks, on 
which it is believed the steamship 
struck, are situated off the southwest 
coast of Corunna, and are said to have 
been given a wide berth before the 
steamer was headed ior the bay leading 
up to Yillagarcia.

THE SHARKEY CONSPIRACY. 

Evidence Before the Courts Goes to Show 
That the Referee in the Fight 
"Was Fixed." 

San Francisco, Dec. 10. — The legal 
contest between Sharkey and Fitzsim- 
moiiB for the possession of the $10,000 
purse has commenced before the superior 
court. Excitement was intense when 
the proceedings began in the crowded 
court room and Manager Julian brought 
out his witnesses to prove the conspiracy 
which he stated had deprived Fitzsim- 
moii8 of the purse. 

" Australian Billy " Smith, one of 
Sharkey's trainers, detailed his work in 
connection with preparing Sharkey for 
the ring, and said when tho ques- 
tion ol selecting a referee was 
mooted in Sharkeys training quarters he 
was asked to suggest some one. Wit- 
ness suggested Hiram Cook, and Lynch 
then asked him if he knew Cook well 
enough " to talk business with him." 
Afterwards witness said Lynch charac- 
terized Cook as " no good," because he 
would not favor his own brother in a 
light. On the evening of the fight Sharkey 
told witness that Earp had been fixed 
as referee, and that "Earp was all 
right." Witness described the uproar 
over the preliminaries to tho fight, and 
said that when Kitzsimmons objected to 
the bandages on Sharkey's wrists Earp 
went over to Sharkey's corner and said: 
"Take oil' those doths, it wilt be all 
right anyway." 

MR. TARTE PROTESTS. 

He Objects to Rev. Dir. Corbett's, Criticism 
of His Course on the School 
Question. 

Montreal, Dec- 10. — (Special) — Mr. 
Tarte protests to-day in his paper, Le 
Cultivatour, against the reference made 
to him by Rev. Mr. Corbett, of St. 
Columban'a church, Cornwall, last Sun- 
day, stating that Mr. Corbett's state- 
ments constitute a political harangue, 
which, ho said, should not havo been 
made in a church— at a place where peo- 
ple go to pray and not todiscuss politics. 
" If Mr. Corbett," says Mr. Tarte, "is 
anxious for a full and entire discussion 
of tho political side of the school ques- 
tion, there is a fine hall in Cornwall, 
where I am prepared to place myself at 
his disposal at any day. Ho has not 
been in Manitoba while I have just re- 
turned from there."

London, Deu. 10. — Despatches re- 
ceived in Paris from Antananarivo, cap- 
ital of the island of Madagascar, annouce 
that the insurgents, during the night of 
November 18th, looted Amoonimaninga, 
10 miles from Antananarivo. Tho in- 
surgents captured 40 prisoners and all 
the cattle. The English residents had 
a narrow escape from being massacred. 

The English steamer British Peer, 
Capt. Jones, which sailed from London 
October 4th for Cape Town and Port- 
land, Or., has been wrecked in Saldanah 
Bay, South Africa. It is believed 14 per- 
sons perished. 

Alfred Nobel, inventor of nitro-glycer- 
ine, died yesterdav evening at San liemo, 
Italy. 

The German and Dutch consulates at 
Lorenzo Murquese, Portuguese South 
Africa, have been attacked, during which 
a British Hag was torn to shredB and the 
Dutch consul wounded. Germany has, 
in consequence, demanded satisfaction 
of Portugal. The Cologne Gazette says 
that the German warship Conder is on 
her way from Port Natal to Lorenzo 
Marquese, to enforce the demand if 
need be. 

Lady Selina Scott, the principal de- 
fendant in the suit brought against her 
and three men by her son-in-law, Earl 
Russell, for criminal libel, is critically 
ill. 

Andre Thueap, the French litoratenr, 
was to-day elected a member ol the 
French Academy, receiving eighteen 
votes to four cast for Emit Zola. Van- 
dal was also elected to membership, re- 
ceiving twenty votes to Zola's two. 

It is reported that prosecutions will be 
commenced against the newspaper Bank 
tin Haudels Zeitung for publishing the 
statement that Prince Bismarck made 
his disclosure in the Hamburger Naoh- 
richten because the Czar had been dis- 
suaded by nigh personages from visiting 
the ex-Chancellor. 

The lieiehsanzeigcr announces offici- 
ally that the intrigues in which Baron 
von Luetzow is alleged to have been 
connected were discussed by crown coun- 
sel at Hubertustock on October 7, when 
a report was made to tho council to 
the effect that the Baron was the author 
of the article " Die Welt am Montag," 
which brought about the recent trial 
and conviction of journalists and the 
disclosures which developed during the 
hearing of the case. 

The ninth games of tho chess match 
between Lasker and Steinttz, e queen's 
gambit, declined by the former, was 
played yesterday evening in Moscow 
and ended in a draw after 46 moves. 
The present score is, Lasker 5, Steinitz 

drawn 4. 



IFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 10.— The important an- 
nouncement iB made that Sir Richard 
Cartwright will visit Washington at an 
early date. Tho object of his trip is to 
sound the Republican leaders as to the 
possibility of an early commencement of 
negotiations for reciprocity between 
Canada and the United States after the 
McKinley administration is installed. 

Owing to strong representations re- 
specting tho unfortunate condition of 
Canadians in Brazil the British Consul 
at San Paulo has been requested to send 
back to Canada those in his district in 
indigent circumstances, their expenses 
being defrayed by the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Borden, minister of militia, 
has ordered a formal inquiry into the 
dispute between Col. Hamilton, 'of the 
Queen's Own, and his subordinate offi- 
cers]. 

The militia department is commencing 
to issue Lee-Enfield rifles to the city 
corps. 

Tho tariff committee will commence 
its sittings in Montrealnext Wednesday, 
and will probably be there till Christ- 
mas.

CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE. 

Meeting of the Montreal Club— A Convention 
of Sister Societies m March. 

Montukal, Dec. 10. — The" Independ- 
ence Club of Canada," which has been 
in existence in Montreal for some five 
months and whose object is the attain- 
ment of Canada's indepedence of Great 
Britain, held a meeting in this city on 
Monday night. The proceedings were 
secret, but it is said that the club has 
already over 200 members and is in a 
flourishing condition, both financially 
and as regards the social standing of its 
members. In Ontario where similar 
clubs have been formed, Toronto and 
Windsor dispute the honor of having the 
largest membership. 

A convention will probably be held 
next March with a view to federating all 
the groups of clubs. One of tho leading 
members stated that the movement is 
rapidly gaining ground in this province, 
especially in the rural districts, 
and that two organizers are now 
at work in tho Eastern towrishipb, 
where the idea Eeems to meet with great 
favor. 

At the meeting in this city last night 
a constitution and by-laws were adopted. 
The object sought is the independence of 
Canada by legitimate and pacific means, 
and the chairman laid stress upon the 
fact that the means must be peaceful. 
The members are now considering the 
question of being incorporated. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN QUEBEC. 

Increased Revenue Provided and Other Im- 
provements Provided For. 

Quebec, Dec. 10.— The provincial 
budget, brought down last evening, ap- 
propriates 450,000 acres of the public 
lands to serve as a source of revenue for 
public schools of the province. Until 
the proceeds from these lands amount 
to $50,000 annually, the required sum 
will be added from the general finances 
of the province. Free text books in all 
public school is also announced. These 
steps on the part of the Quebec povern- 
neut are the result of the recent dis- 
closures in tho press of the proportion of 
illiteracy throughout the province and 
the general shortcomings of the educa- 
tional system in vogue. 

" PERSONA NON GRATA." 

Germany Objects to the Appointment of" the 
New Minister From China. 

Berlin, Dec. 10.— The government of 
Germany has notified the Chineee gov- 
ernment that the selection of Hwang 
Tsim Haien as minister of China at. 
Berlin, as announced from Pekin on 
Nov. 24, is not acceptable to Germany, 
for the reason that Germany had not. 
previously been consulted in "the choice 
of a minister to succeed Hsu Clung 
Chang at Berlin, and because Hwang 
Tsun Haien is not of sufficiently exalted 
rank. As a precedent to this objection 
to the appointment of Hwang Tsun 
Haien, tho German government has 
pointed out the fact, that China made a 
similar objection to the appointment of 
Fx-Senator Henry W. Blair, of New 
Hampshire, as U.S. minister to China, 
claiming that ho was " Persona non 
grata," because of his outspoken criti- 
cisms of China for her methodB and of 
Chinese labor. 



TOO MUCH SAID. 

Sir Henry Strong on His Acceptance of a 
Position on the Judicial 
Committee. 

Toronto, Dec. 10. — (Special) — Tho 
Globo's Ottawa correspondent quotes 
Sir Henry Strong as declaring that ho 
would not regard the dual position of 
Chief Justice of Canada and member of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council as inconsistent. Sir Henry de- 
clined, however, to say anything more, 
as he thought too much " already had 
been said of matters, which were not 
understood.

The Spaniards Insist That Maceo 
Was Killed but Did Not Ideu- 
tify the Body. 



Cubans Deny the Story and Say It 
Has Been Seven Times 
Repeated. 



Havana, Dec. 10. — The confident 
claims of the Spanish officials that they 
havo abundant proof of the death of An- 
tonio Maceo and hiB young aide, Fran- 
cisco Gomez, son of Maximo Gomez, 
continue without abatement. 

The details announced yeBterday, how- 
ever, of the facts relied upon for the 
identification of the two Cubans have 
caused an undercurrent of doubt in this 
city. Major Ciruejetln, who commanded 
the Spanish forces in the engagement at 
Punta Brava on Monday, and whose 
troops discovered tho two bodies and 
gave the evidence of identification, 
consented to be interviewed on the 
circumstances of the caso. He said 
to the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press that when tho rebels were 
routed it was evident that the body of 
the chief was abandoned on the field. 
The Spanish column, without stopping 
to explore the held, went in hot pursuit 
of the insurgents, and followed them for 
a mile or more. Meantime young Go- 
mez is supposed to have committed sui- 
cide by Maceo's side. 

While the troops were returning to 
Guato, after the pursuit had ceased, var- 
ious guerrillas belonging to Major Cir- 
uejeda'a command, went over the field 
where the rout of the insurgents had oc- 
curred and searched the bodies remain- 
ing there for anything of importance. ' 

"The body of Maceo," Major Cirue- 
jeda continued, "was relieved of a ring, 
clothing, etc. The guerrillas wdio per- 
formed the act were at the time quite 
unaware that the body was that of Ma- 
ceo. In fact little attention was paid to 
the identity of the bodies. It was al- 
ready dark on the field, and it was rain- 
ing. Various other bodies were also 
searched/' 

It was an adjutant, according to Ma- 
jor Oiruejeda's further statement, who 
insisted that the above mentioned body 
and the other which was lying by its 
side were evidently of first rate import- 
ance, and that they must not be left 
without identification. 

" The two bodies were therefore tied 
by the feet to tho tails of some horses," 
said the Major, " and thus dragged over 
the ground, the intention being to carry 
them to town for identification. But 
after proceeding for a while the horses 
became tired with their Durdens, and 
the bodies were therefore cut loose and 
left in the road." 

When tfie troops reached Guato, Maj. 
Ciruejeda proceeded to read the docu- 
ments which had been found upon the 
bodies, and, as described exclusively to 
the Associated Press, they include a let- 
ter addressed to " Dear Panclio," signed 
li M. Gomez " ; si diary of Maceo's opera- 
tions from November 2S to December 7, 
and a note in pencil found on the body of 
the younger man, saying ho died rather 
than abandon the body of his general, 
Maceo. The undershirts and socks on 
the body of the older man were marked 
with the initials " A.M.," and a ring on 
the tinge r contained the engraved inscrip- 
tion " Antonio Y. Maria." 

After reading these documents, Maj. 
Ciruejeda says he became convinced that 
the bodies which his troops had aban- 
doncn were those of Antonio Maceo and 
young Gomez. But it was too late to 
return and recover them. Maj. Cirue- 
jeda, however, expiesses the firm con- 
viction that they were those of Maceo 
and Gomez' son. 

With the insurgents iu the battle, Ma- 
jor Ciruejeda Bays there was a beautiful 
Amazon about 23 years old, who urged 
the rebels " a la machete," but at the 
same time interposed to protect the pri- 
soners. 

Major Cirnpjpda bus taken charge of 
the objects found on the body said to be 
that of Maceo, for further examination. 
There was a gold watch, a splendid pair 
of cuff-buttons made by Moreu Torin, 
Paris, with live pointed Btars on them 
and enclosed in a big strapped leather 
case, a hunting knife witti an ebony 
handle and gold-mounted, and a good 
waterproof coat. All of these were tak- 
en from the body by the scout Santa 
Ana. 

It is thus seen that there lias been no 
actual indentification of the bodies them- 
selves, the conviction as to identity rest- 
ing upon the evidence of documents and 
articles found upon them. There is no 
doubt, however, of the assurance of the 
general public here that Maceo is dead. 
It is pointed out that he met his death 
in a similar manner to that of J 



" This is the seventh time the news of 
Maceo's death has been circulated with 
the semblance of official authority," said 
Dr. Castillo. The doctor said it bad al- 
ways been the custom to report that Ma- 
ceo had fallen in conflict whenever he 
compelled the Spanish to retreat with 
heavy loss of life. '' If he is dead, his 
death will not end the contest," said Dr. 
Castillo, who intimated that he looked 
upon the report in the light of a Spanish 
" fake." 

I shall reserve my decision until I 
receive more authentic information," 
was all that Gen. Palma would say. 

Dr. Castillo thinks it strange that in 
tho identification of Maceo's body no 
referonce to the four bullet wounds on 
Maceo's breast was made. When the 
Bixth report of his death had been cir- 
culated one of tfie points of identifica- 
tion was the finding of his initials "A. 
M." on the saddle. " I saw the Baddlo 
and knew there were no such letters on 
it," said the doctor, who is hopeful that 
the later report will turn out to be a 
pure fabrication. 

The World's Key West special says : 
Private Havana advices flatly deny the 
Spanish report that Maceo has been 
killed. The story was concocted at the 
palace to counteract the bad effect of 
Maceo's success in crossing the trocha 
between two Spanish forts without losing 
a man. 

The newB as to Maceo given the local 
press bv Major Ciruejeda himself and to 
the foreign correspondents by tfie press 
censor, contains no oroof of authenticity 
which is not authorized by the general 
staff, and did not bear tho customary 
beading " official. " 

The inspired government newspaper 
L'Union Constitutional, this morning 
affirmed nothing of its own knowledge, 
and qualified every statement, and edi- 
torially referred to Maceo's death as 
supremely important, if true. High 
officials in Havana are loth to admit 
that Weyler failed with 60,000 men to 
accomplish what less than f>00 did. 

Only yesterday heavy reinforcements 
left Artemisa by rail to co-operate with 
Melquiso in the attack on the rebel posi- 
tion near San Juan y Martinez, where 
Maceo is believed to be encamped. He 
was there Sunday with over 3,000 men. 

Various residents of Punta Brava who 
talked with the World's correspondent 
Bcouted Oiruejeda's reports. They say 
the Spanish troops under Ciruejeda were 
subjected to a humiliating defeat and 
lost one-third of their force. The rebels 
pursued them to the outskirts of the 
town. 

Neighboring pacificos seen said the in- 
surgents were commanded by Serafin 
Sanchez, whom the Spanish reported 
killed last month in Santa Clara prov- 
ince, adding if Maceo were with the party 
the fact was kept quiet. 

The most important Cubans in Hay- 
ana, sympathizing, aiding or helping in 
the revolution, disbelieve the story of 
Maceo's death. They admit his entry 
into Havana province and believe ho 
forced the trocha in response to an order 
from Gomez to assume command of the 
operations in the centre and reorganize 
the insurgent forces in Havana, Matan- 
zas and Santa Clara provinces. 

Another fact proving that the truth is 
not in the Spanish dispatches about Ma 
ceo is that a World correspondent was 
refused all information as to his body, a 
subordinate Spaniard explaining it in 
this wav : " Maceo, seriously wounded, 
was being conducted east, probably to 
tho principal hospital of the Cubans in 
Cienaga de Seapola for safety. The 
escort was attacked by Spaniard under 
Major Ciruejeda and two of the chiefs 
lulled." Ciruejeda attempted to return 
to Punta Brava with the "corpse, when 
rebel reinforcements attacked him on 
the road and rescued the body.

and Zelayas. His loss is regarded as the 
heaviest blow the revolution lias receiv- 
ed, and it is felt that his continued life 
was all that could save the insurgent 
movement. He was the most striking 
personal character oi the outbreak. 

Major Ciruejeda telegraphed to head- 
quarters that after the battle at Punta 
Brava be had been obliged to abandon 
the bodies, which, in the course of a 
reconnoissanco, bis troops had discover- 
ed to be the bodies of Antonio Maceo 
and Francisco Gomez. The guide of the 
column said that the body looked like 
Maceo. Some ono standing by observed 
that Maceo was in Pinar del Rio, but it 
is nevertheless believed the bodies were 
those of tho Cuban leaders. The bugler 
of the battalion of San Quentin was 
taking a ring from flit! falling Cuban, 
when he found he was still alive. He 
thereupon killed him with a machete. 

The insurgents, upon noting the small 
force of tho reconnoitering party, rushed 
in with large numbers of troops and suc- 
ceeded in carrying away the body said to 
be Maceo's, but, without securing any of 
the jewelry ami papers which had been 
found upon it. 

Major Ciruejeda, in order not to aban- 
don bis dead and wounded, was com- 
pelled to retreat to Punta Brava. At 
Punta Brava tho soldiers delivered the 
jewels and documents which they found 
with the two bodies, and then the chief 
of the column became convinced of 
the death of Maceo.

FROM JOHANNESBURG. 

An Old South African Miner [nvestigatin) 
Prospects in the United States and 
British Columbia. 

Naw York, Dec. 10.— The Herald says 
Charles Butters, an American miuin< 
engineer of high reputation, whose fame 
is as well known in Europe as in this 
country, lias arrived here from Johan 
nesbufg, South Africa, where lie has 
been for about six years in charge of 
some of the largest mining interests in 
the Transvaal. Mr. Butters' visit to the 
United States is chiefly for the purpose 
of examining into the gold resources of 
the country, with a view to their future 
development by Americans and Euro 
peans. He is ono of the eleven Ameri- 
cans who, with John Hays Hammond, 
were arrested by the Boer government 
because of affiliation with the reform 
movement in the Transvaal last year at 
the time of Dr. Jameson's raid. Mr 
Butters was released on May 29, finet 
$10,000, and obliged to give a bond not 
to interfere in the affairs of the Boer 
government for three years. 

In an interview Mr. Butters said: 
"The Transvaal government is now set- 
tling down to assist the mining interests 
in every possible way. The government 
feels that to be absolutely essential. A 
Marti I large amount of capital that has 1 



made there is going to Australia or New 
Zealand, or else coming to this country. 
Many capitalists think that less atten- 
tion has been paid to the gold resources 
of the United States than should be the 
case. Foreign as well as American capi- 
talists are now turning their attention to 
this country and are sending engineers 
directly into this field, so that the slump 
in values in the Transvaal iH really a 
benefit to other gold producing coun- 
tries. 

"The United States hold first place as 
a gold-producing country," said Mr. 
Butters, " and I do not think itwillever 
he overtaken. The business of gold pro- 
ducing has really become one of the most 
important in the world. The financial 
houses of Europe are beginning to recog- 
nize that fact and many of thorn are or- 
ganizing a mining department." 

Mr. Butters said that as far as bis ob- 
servations went, it was not considered 
prooer hero in the Eastern States for a 
first-class financial house to lie inter- 
ested in gold mining; this feeling he 
thought would wear away as the busi- 
ness men in the United States become 
rmre fully acquainted with those who 
are making the investments and carry- 
ing on the work. The confidence which 
has been placed in American mining en- 
gineers who have carried on the practi- 
cal part of tho work by foreign investors 
and tho money that has been made by 
the skill and ability of those who are de- 
veloping tho investments will tend lo 
gradually give Eastern investors confi- 
dence in such enterprises. One thing 
that prevents the enlistment of foreign 
capital in the mining ill tho United 
States was that there is no international

Some of these days, 
when the best business elements in the 
United States begin to realize that Eu- 
ropeans are forging ahead of us in gold 
mining, these elements will combine 
.ind organize a first class mining ex- 
change, which, will have on its commit 
tee the ablest men who are known at 
home and abroad, and whose names will 
be a guarantee of tho standing of the 
exchange. Such an enterprise will have 
the support of many of the principal 
houses in Europe ami will give goldmin 
ing shares here a chance to be dealt in 
abroad." 

Mr. Butters, accompanied by bis fain 
ily, will leave New York on Friday for 
the West. He will look atdill'erent gold 
sections of the country and will i>o 
far as the Pacific Coast. He will then 
sail for Capetown by way of England. 
They expect to return to the United 
States in about one year, to remain per- 
manently. 

MUNICIPAL ADMINISTRATION. 

To the Editor :— I think every citi- 
zen, who has any care or respect for his 
surroundings, and cares to see a well 
kept, clean city and good Btreets, should 
give you the highest commendation for 
your efforts to ventilate municipal 
affairs, and awaken the electors and 
citizens to a fitting sense of the duty due 
to themselves— to take a lively, and keen 
interest in municipal affairs— and to ex- 
ercise a wholesome, anil fearless criti- 
cism of the acts of our aldermen. 

The Times very properly remarks, 
" that the city council is what the peo- 
ple make it." 

No doubt wo have been too easy goinir 
and indulgent and have re-elected men, 
who have proved failures — this should 
not be, now blood should be tried until 
we arrive at a fairly good standard. 
Every citizen should be deeply grateful 
to Mr. Pearse, or to Mr. Marchant, or 
any other person who would formulate a 
system for the better government of the 
city, under which work could be done 
without unnecessary delays, and done at 
the proper time and in tho proper place 
free from harrassing discussion. 

In the first sixty days of tho year the 
whole municipal work should be plan- 
ned, and tho appropriations therefore 
agreed upon, and all payments for such 
works aa are specified in tho appropria- 
tion by-law to be made by the auditor on 
certificate of t he official in charge of Buch 
work, thus doing away with the neces- 
sity of a finance committee pronouncing 
on every item of expenditure, in short, 
1 would have things done iu the way 
they are done in legislative assemblies 
and parliaments, where the work and 
money votes for the year are agreed upon 
and the carrying out of details left to ex- 
ecutive heads. I would form an execu- 
tive board or municipal cabinet, com- 
posed of the Mayor, Treasurer and Audi- 
tor, who with the different officials, would 
give effect to tfie settled wishes of tho 
aldermen. Such a system would obviate 
the frequent sittings of the council — the 
Mayor, however, calling special meet- 
ings for the purpose of discussing and 
settling any unforseen business as it 
arose. 

These crude and hurried suggestions, 
although they may contain week spots, 
may bring forth other suggestions, or at 
all events lead of the discussion of a vital 
subject, which I hope will be done with- 
out rancor, for we should, aldermen and 
all, have the same object in view — the 
better government of the city. 

Should no improvement be made in 
our present want of system, there is an 
important detail which Bhouid in any 
case be placed on a common sense busi- 
ness footing — the repairing 'and cleaning 
of public streets and drains. 1 would 
suggest the following :

A SURVIVAL. 

It is the boast of British subjects, 
whether they live in the colonies or in 
the mother country, that before the law 
all are equal, There is on British terri- 
tory to-day no privileged class. There 
is not one law for the peasant and an- 
other for the noble. The rich man who 
violates the law muse expect precisely 
the same treatment as the poorest of- 
fender. 

It is different in Germany. There the 
old feeling that the sovereign rules by 
divine right Btill exists, and that the 
nobles have rights which persons 
of low birth, so-ctalled, do not enjoy. 
The present Emperor considers that he 
is not only above', but apart from the 
people and that it is for him to grant 
such privileges to his subjects as seems 
to him good, and not for them to de- 
mand them as their right wholly inde- 
pendently of his authority. Aa a con- 
sequence of this survival of feudalism 
those who in a peculiar manner serve 
the Emperor enjoy of right peculiar 
privileges. 

It is not to be supposed that the Ger- 
man people, as a whole, are at oue with 
their Emperor in this matter of divine 
right and ol class privilege. They are 
not, and the whole subject, has of late 
been discussed in Germany with consid- 
erable warmth and not a little acrimony. 

The circumstance that gave rise to the 
discussion was a serious one. An arti- 
san accidentally brushed against an offi- 
cer of the army in a cafe and refused to 
apologize. The otlicer, resenting what he 
regarded aa an insult to the uniform he 
wore and the Emperor whom he 
served, drew his sword, pursued the 
mechanic and overtaking him, stabbed 
him in the back. The wound was mor- 
tal, and the man died. The affair created 
quite astir in the country, and the feeling 
against the oflicer and the class to which 
lie belongs was very great. The officer 
was arrested and tried by Court martial, 
was condemned to five years' detention 
in a fortress, and to be dismissed 
from the army. This punishment 
though relatively severe, in view of the 
leniency with which officers are treated 
in Germany, is by no means equivalent 
to any of the penalties prescribed by the 
penal code for such cases. If, tor in- 
stance, there had been ascullle and the 
mechanic had killed the officer, it is not 
to be supposed he would have been let 
off with so light a punishment. 

The murder and the way in which the 
murderer was treated was discussed on 
the streets, in the cafes, in the news- 
papers, and at last the discussion was 
taken up in Parliament. 

It seems that the officer lias with him 
the sympathy of bis own class. Its 
members appear to consider that if re- 
spect for the nobility and the army is to 
be preserved it is necessary promptly to 
resent anything that looks like insult 
from the inferior classes. If the man 
who jostled the officer and refused to 
apologize, though a civilian, had been 
his equal in rank he could have chal- 
lenged him to atone for the affront by 
fighting a duel ; but an officer— a noble- 
could not challenge a mere mechanic, so 
all that remained, if he continued ob- 
stinate, was to kill him on the spot. The 
common people, on the other hand, took 
part against the officer, and the privi- 
leged classes generally, and it would 
appear that this stabbing an unarmed 
and unresisting man in the back by an 
officer of the German army, and the 
treatment he received after the coward- 
ly crime had been committed, ia likely 
to put an end to class privileges in Ger- 
many. Th'o indignation that has been 
aroused is likely to have a lasting effect. 



The promises of reform in the military 
law, which the Government has consid- 
ered it expedient to make, are far from 
being satisfactory to tho people. A great 
deal more is demanded and a great deal 
moro will no doubt before very long be 
conceded. 



BEGINNING TO DOUBT. 

The Conservatives are beginning to 
see that tho system of free trade which 
has been thought bo highly of in Great 
Britain, is not of universal application. 
Experience is leading them to wonder 
how it is that the people of other civil- 
ized countries have not adopted 
their favorite trade theories. They ask 
themselves can the statesmen of Eranee, 
Germany, Austria, Russia, the United 
States of America, and the great British 
colonies be all fools. It is certain that 
they have been blind to the advantages 
of free trade, and having the example of 
Great Britain before their eyes 
and having studied the works ot 
its economists they have deliber- 
ately refused to adopt that system. 
This alone, according to tho opinion of 
enthusiastic freo traders, ia sufficient to 
warrant them being condemned as an 
ignorant, thick-headed pack, who do not 
possess sufficient discernment to see on 
which side their bread ia buttered. 

The Hon. Arthur Balfour has evidently 
given the economic phenomenon his 
most serious consideration. He seems 
to have been asking himself, is the rul- 
ing class in every nation of the civilized 
world except two — and he will not say 
much for the civilization of one of them 
— comprised of intensely stupid men, or 
ia it possible that the British worship of 
free trade baa been a superstition? Is 
protection so badfiis the averge English 
politician lias been in the habit of rep- 
resenting it to be, and ia the freo trade 
system without flaw or fault? 

In a recent speech he said : 

Tho fair-traders must admit it to be a 
remarkable fact that almost all tho theo- 
retical economists, to whatever nation 
they belong, have never been brought 
round to the viewa which they hold, 
while it is an equally remarkable, and 
1 think a still more remarkable fact, 
which I commend to the attention of the 
Freo Tvaders, that, though the argu- 
ments for free trade are clear and simple 
and intelligible, though they appeal to 
the self-interests of every member of the 
community, there are, eo fur as I know, 
only two communities in the world who 
have accepted these doctrines — namely, 
ourselves and the Turks; and unless" I 
am mistaken, every other country, be it 
governed under absolute despotism or 
under the completest form of democratic 
government which lias yet been devised, 
whether its destinies be controlled by 
the classes or tho masses, has persisted 
in the economic heresy (Sir Howard Vin- 
cent — Hear, hear) which ia so ably ad- 
vocated by my friend, whom I hear 
cheering the remarks I am venturing to 
make. 

There is food for thought in the above 
passage. Tt should teach free traders 
who are often so offensively cocksure 
that they are right and that all those 
who differ from them aro wrong, a little 
modesty. It is not likely that they are 
the only people in the world who view 
this matter of trade in the true light, 
and that men of other nations and other 
communities are blind as bats. When 
they see these blind people, as they con- 
sider them, getting on very well, it is 
only natural to suppose that they, like 
Mr. Balfour, will begin to have some 
doubts as to their own infallibility. 

Lord Salisbury, not so very long ago, 
said some things that must have led his 
hearers to conclude that be is more than 
half a protectionist and that he regretted 
that his countrymen were so closely 
wedded to free trade. And there are 
many Englishmen, not so eminent or so 
able as Lord Salisbury, who are in the 
same position. And now it seoms that 
Mr. Balfour is well on the way to a 
similar conclusion. 



THE FAMINE IN 1X1)/ A. 

There is hope now that tho scarcity in 
India will not be so severe or so general 
aa was apprehended some weeks ago. 
Bains have fallen over part of tho area 
Buffering from drought and tin; crops in 
consequence have taken a fresh start. 
Famines in India are unfortunately 
much too frequent. Their occurrence in 
some parts of the country is every year 
looked upon as probable, and provision 
is systematically made to avert them, or 
lessen their intensity. It is as much a 
matter of course for the Government of 
India to make provision against famine 
iih it is to make provision to keep the 
roads and bridges in good repair. 

No sooner was it known that tho mon- 
soon this year had closed prematurely, 
than the Government set about making 
preparation to supply the threatened 
districts with food or the means of get- 
ting food: As early as October 15, we 
eeo from an authoritive statement that: 

The Government of India and the local 
Governments concerned are alike alive 
to the possibility of scarcity on a consid- 
erable scale and the importance of mak- 
ing timely preparation to meet it. The 
Supremo Government have recently in- 
dicated to the Governments of tho North- 
west Province and the Punjab certain 
conditions upon which they are 
prepared to aanctio'n tho immediate 
commencement of earthworks in con- 
nection with railways, should the neces- 
sity arise ; and have made preparations 
for the rapid completion of tho survoy 
where these are not already complete. 
The local Governments are preparing 
canal projects and lists of minor public 
works which can be utilized for purposes 
of relief in those districts in which dis- 
tress is apprehended. Ten lakhs of 
rupees have just been added to the al- 
ready large grant at tho disposal of the 
Government of the Northwest provinces 
and Oudh, to be spent in advances for 



the construction of temporary wells, 
which can in many parts of the country 
be dug with great expedition, and at 
small expense. Meanwhilo test relief 
works and poor houses have already been 
opened wherever they seemed to bo re- 
quired. It is unfortunately certain, un- 
less good rain comes very shortly, that 
tho scarcity in the coining winter will be 
spread over a wide area of Upper India r 
but active measures have already been 
concerted for giving work and relief 
wherever necessary, and there aro cir- 
cumstances on tho present occasion 
which will, we may confidently hope, 
prevent distress from reaching the pro- 
portions attained in 1877. 

This is taking time by tho forelock. 
Many of the relief workB mentioned 
above are of permanent advantage. The 
canals and reservoirs are of the greatest 
use in irrigation, which is a necessity in 
many parts of tho country. The Gov- 
ernment has also Btores of grain which 
can be distributed if the people are re- 
duced to great extremities. Several car- 
goes of wheat from California have ar- 
rived at Calcutta and other ports, and 
are hailed with great rejoicing as indica- 
ting a new source of food Bupply,

\ special meeting of the aldermanic 
board was hold yesterday morning for 
the purpose of considering the extent of 
advantage likely to accrue to Victoria 
from the establishment hero of a thor- 
oughly equipped works for the assaying 
of largo ore samples. Mayor Beaven 
presided, and Aid. R.T. Williams, upon 
wdiose motion the council had met, 
briefly outlined the business of the occa- 
sion as summarized in his resolution of 
last Monday. Ho then introduced Mr. 
W. J. Cowell, the mining engineer, who 
is prime mover in the important under- 
taking. 

Tho proposition, Mr. Cowell ex- 
ained, was simply that sampling and 
testing works be established in Victoria 
c.ipablo of treating large specimens of 
ore, say 10 tons, enabling the owners to 
ascertain its exact value. No works of 
this character had yet been put in opera- 
tion in the Dominion, and hence 
all Canada would necessarily look 
to Victoria for definite and pre- 
cise information as to ore values. 
The proposed works would be of im- 
mense advantage in tho first place to the 
intending investor in mining property, 
who at nresent was unfortunately com- 
pelled in a great measure to ''go it 
blind," tho assay of ounce or even pound 
specimens being no reliable indication 
of the value of a mining property, while 
the testing of a ten ton sample would 
enable the investor to ascertain just 
what he was getting for his money. 
Again tho mine owner woutd derive 
great benefit from the operation of such 
works, as ho would thus be enabled to 
determine precisely and at once the best 
method of treatment to be adopted for 
his particular ore, and do away alto- 
gether with the heavy losses even now 
experienced in this province through the 
use of unsuitable plants in attempts to 
work what, with the proper methods 
and appliances for their particular char- 
acteristics, would be good and profitable 
mines. 

In brief, the proposal was to have a 
small smelter and a small stamp mill, 
each with a capacity of about live tons a 
day, and in connection with the latter, 
chlorinatlon works and the cyanide pro- 
cess, as well as some little plant for the 
leaching of silver by the Russell process. 
Such works would not trench at all upon 
the territory of the large private smel- 
ters, for the business of tho latter was to 
smelt ores for their bullion — not to make 
tests of value. In fact, if a small lot of 
ore, say a single carload, was sent to one 
of the large smelters for a mill test at 
present, it would as a usual thing he run 
through with other receipts of ore and 
its value approximately determined by 
the assay of an ounce specimen perhaps. 
In this event the smelter might lose, or 
the mine-owner ; thete was no satisfac- 
tory information in the run for 
anyone; nor could it be expect- 
ed that the proprietors of a 
large smelter with perhaps 100 
tons capacity, would clean out their 
smelter anil make a special run of so 
small a quantity of 10 or 14 tons in order 
that the mine owner might have positive 
information as to the value of his ore. 
The mill lest , when samples of rock were 
sent to one of the big smelters, usually 
gave tho mine-owner no better informa- 
tion than lie was already possessed of in 
regard to the value of his ore. 

An establishment such as it was con- 
templated to provide for Victoria would 
not aim to handle ores as a smelter, for 
returns, its business being simply to test 
samples and supply exact statements of 
their values, making a fixed charge for 
the service. It would also provide op- 
portunity for educating the young men 
of British Columbia and Canada in tho 
assaying and treatment of ores, 
enabling them to obtain a prac- 
tical and thorough knowledge of 
all branches of a profession which 
owing to the natural conditions ol tho 
country must continue as to-day, one of 
the most important in British Columbia. 
Prospectors, too, during the winter 
months, would have opportunity to 
study the character and uses of all classes 
of mining machinery ; and they would 
thus be the better equipped for the 
prosecution of their important work. 
And lastly it could not hut bring busi- 
ness to Victoria to have such works in 
operation in tho city, and for this reason 
he thought the cordial Bupport of the 
board should be extended to the pro- 
ject. 

In reply to questions of Aid. Williams 
and Wilson, Mr. Cowell explained that 
that while the establishment of a largo 
commercial Binelter would mean an ex- 
penditure of half a million or more, his 
scheme could be carried through for 
perhaps $10,000— $5,000 or $(1,000 for the 
plant and $10,000 to keep the works go- 
ing until such time as their great practi- 
cal utility should have been demon- 
strated and business commenced to 
How in as a result. Tho people 
of Kootenay would in all likelihood send 
their large.ore samples for treatment— 
instead of as now sending them as far 
as San Francisco or New York — as the 
facilities for handling them would be 
unsurpassed : and at the same time tho 
works would be of the greatest possible 
advantage to Alberni and tho other 
mining districts in or adjacent to Van 
couver Ishuitf

Partridge inquired ii a -com- 
pany had been formed to do anything in 
this .sampling works project. ii not, 
what was desired of the council? 

To this Mr. Cowell replied that the 
company was in formation, and he, for 
one, was ready to invest. The approval 
and moral support of the council would 
doubtlesB be of great advantage in bring- 
ing the undertaking ton successful issue, 
while at a later date the company might 
seek assistance in the form of the water 
and the remission of taxes for a period 
of years. 

The works proper being a private en- 
terprise and one that the council unani- 
mously hoped to see successfully estab- 
lished — and Mr. Cowell not yet being 
ready to put a moro definite proposition 
before the council — tho conference of 
last evening eventually terminated at 
the suggestion of Aid. Williams, the 
board wishing the project success and 
promising it careful consideration. It 
is highly probable that the government, 
the board of trade and other represen- 
tative public bodies will also be afforded 
opportunity very shortly of setting upon 
it the seal of their approval.

VICTORIA DAILY COLONIST 
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POINTS ON "SPRAYING" 



Provincial Inspector Palmer Deliv 
ers a Hipflily Interesting and 
Instructive Lecture. 



Valuable Suggestions for Orchard- 
ists From a Practical and 
Eminent Authority. 



At the last regular fortnightly meet- 
ing of the Victoria District Fruit Grow- 
ers' Association Sir. It. M. Palmer, pro- 
vincial inspector of fruit pests, gave a 
highly interesting and instructive lec- 
ture on the spraying of fruit trees and 
bushes, hefore a large and attentive 
audience. 

In commencing, Mr. Palmer said that 
spraying must not be regarded as the 
one thing necessary to make any orchard 
produce good, clean fruit, as, in addi- 
tion, proper care, cultivation and a sup- 
ply of plant food were essential; but it 
should be borne in mind that if the lat- 
ter were all supplied, still spraying 
would need to be done, to ensure satis- 
factory results to the fruit grower. 

In the course of his remarks, ■which 
we here give only in part, Mr. Palmer 
explained that the subject of spraying 
was a very wide one and could be done 
but partial justice to at one meeting, so 
he would confine himself on this occa- 
sion to a general outline of the prin- 
ciples and practice of spraying, with a 
few illustrations of its application, lie 
advised his hearers to Btudy at their 
leisure the reports issued by the Board 
of Agriculture and the Provincial Fruit 
Growers' Association (copies of which 
could be obtained from him), and thus 
make themselves acquainted with the 
life history, habits and appearance of 
the common injurious insects, as with- 
out some knowledge of this kind it 
would be impossible to spray intelli- 
gently, and the fruit grower would be at 
a disadvantage. For spraying purposes 
most insects could ba divided into two 
classes: (1) Those taking their food by 
biting or chewing the tissues of the leal", 
Btem or fruit; and (2) Those having in- 
stead of jaws a pointed tube or beak, 
which they push into the cells of the 
plant and through which they suck the 
juices of their host. In the first case, 
insects may be destroyed by placing 
particles of poison upon their food; in 
the second, by applying to the insects 
some substance winch kills by contact. 

In addition to these methods various 
substances are used to prevent the at- 
tacks of insects, which are offensive to 
them, or act as mechanical barriers 
against their operations. In most cases 
remedies intended to be used against one 
class of insects are useless against those 
of another class. In spraying it is very 
important that the work should be done 
at the proper time. Nearly all insects, 
pests and fungous diseases are much 
weaker, and consequently easier destroy- 
ed, at some one period of their existence 
than any other, and advantage should 
be taken of this fact in dealing with them. 
In the case of aphides, or plant lice, 
these are comparatively few in number 
in the early part of the season, but wlien 
the conditions are favorable to them 
and food is abundant, during the grow- 
ing season, they increase with marvel- 
lous rapidity, and instead of a tew speci- 
mens, we may have countless millions to 
contend with. Other species are very 
vulnerable during the early part of their 
life, but become much hardier and 
much more difficult to destroy as they 
develop, and also because they extend 
their operations over a larger area, in- 
crease the difficulty of dealing with 
them. 

In speaking of fungous diseases Mr. 
Palmer said that in this district less 
injury had occurred during the past sea- 
son than previously. The development 
of fungi depended largely upon favorable 
conditions and spraying against them 
should be regarded as a form of insurance, 
being preventive in its action rather 
than remedial. The spores or germs of 
fungous diseases are destroyed or pre- 
vented from establishing themselves 
by the action of the spraying 
mixture upon them. The manner 
in which parasitic fungous growths 
develop in the tissues, of their 
host plants was explained, showing 
that when they are well established, lit- 
tle good could be done by spraying, and 
the necessity of thorough work before 
this takes place; emphasized. As fung- 
ous germs winter over on infected worth- 
less fruit, which is often left hanging to 
the trees, the necessity of having such 
gathered and destroyed was pointed 
out, in fact, all dead or decayed limbs 
and branches of trees or bushes should 
be cut off and the rubbish which is often 
allowed to collect in the garden or or- 
chard should be gathered up and the 
whole burned before spraying is done. 

For use during the dormant season 
and before growtli starts in the spring, 
Mr. Palmer advised the No. 1 spraying 
mixture (lime, salt and sulphur wash), 
which Bhould be applied warm, choos- 
ing, if possible, fine weather for the 
work, bo that the mixture can become 
ilry and set, when it will adhere for a 
long time. It should be applied to all 
fruit trees and bushes, as beside being a 
good winter insecticide, it has also great 
value as a fungicide. The use of Bor- 
deaux mixture (spray No 4) was advised 
against fungous diseases, following 
closely the directions given in the re- 
ports. Fruit growers were also advised 
to apply to the experimental farm at 
Ottawa for copies of bulletin 23, which 
dealt at length with the subject. 

At future meetings Mr. Palmer will 
deal more in detail with orchard pests, 
and give, when possible, object lessons 
on the orchard, and with specimens of 
infected or diseased fruit trees. A 
hearty vote of thanks was given to Mr. 
Palmer for his instructive lecture, and a 
very interesting discussion ensued. 

Before the meeting closed, Mr. Palmer 
announced that the annual meeting of 
the Provincial Fruit Growers' Associa- 
tion would bo held in Victoria during 
January, when the subject of the co- 
operative marketing of fruit would be 
the chief matter taken up. At the next 
meeting of this association, at Cedar 
Hill schoolhouse on Dec. 22, the subject, 
of "Commercial Fertilizers" will bo 
handled in a practical manner bv Mr. 
W. C. Grant of Gordon Head. , 



POINT ELLICE BRIDGE. 

Full Court Hears the City's Appeal From 
Mr. Justice Drake's Order. 

The appeal of the City of Victoria from 
the order of Mr. Justice Drake, given in 
October, directing that the city must put 
the pile bridge at Point Ellice in proper 
condition for tramway traffic, was heard 
by the Full court yesterday. The ap- 
peal was opposed by the Consolidated 
Railway Co., represented by Mr. E. P. 
Davis, Q.C., and Mr. L. P. Duff; Mr. 
W. J. Taylor appearing for the city. 

The argument that Mr. Taylor made 
on behalf of the city was that though the 
tramway company had acquired from the 
province the privilege of running over 
the highways and bridgeB of the city, 
still that did not enable the tramway 
company to compel the city to maintain 
the Point Ellice bridge. He also relied 
on section 20 of the agreement 
between the city and the tramway, 
which provided that the company 
were liable for all damage during the 
construction or operation of the railway, 
and he argued that, in view of that, it 
was absurd to say that the city was un- 
der an obligation to repair or maintain a 
bridge over which the tramway ran, and 
which gave way under the weight of 
one of the company's cars. 

Mr. E. P. Davis, Q.C., for the Con- 
solidated Railway contendod that by 
legislation they had a right to run over 
any highway bridge built at Point Ellice 
by the city; that the construction of a 
bridge at that place insufficient to ac- 
commodate tramway traffic would con- 
stitute a nuisance which the city should 
be restrained by injunction from build- 
ing, and that article 20, referred to by 
Mr. Taylor, applied only to damages sus- 
tained by wrongful acts of the company. 
Judgment was reserved.

The evidence on behalf of the claim of 
the schooner Carolena was practically 
finished yesterday, with the exception 
of the extracts from the report of the 
proceedings at the Paris tribunal, to 
which the United States had objected on 
the previous day, and the admissability 
of which has not yet been decided. 
Hon. Mr. Dickinson obtained leave to 
postpone the hearing of the United 
States evidence until to-day, so that he 
and his colleagues might iiave a little 
time to look over the Britisli case. He, 
however, put in some preliminary evi- 
dence to save as much time as possible. 

Upon Hon. Mr. Dickinson proceeding 
to read extracts from the United States 
case presented at Paris, Hon. Mr. Peters 
took the objection that, while it was 
quite competent for the United States to 
use any of the British case at Paris 
against the British side now, it was not 
permissible for thani to use again state- 
ments made use of by the United States 
at Paris unless simply qualifying theex- 
tracts from the United States case used 
by the British before the present com- 
mission. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson replied that the 
extracts lie intended tu usu were simply 
qualifying theexi nton rem I by the Brit- 
ish side. 11. hi. Mr. Peters had read ex- 
tracts from the United States case to 
Bhow that the seals had been numerous 
in Behrintr sea in 1886, and the extracts 
that the United States now proposed to 
introduce were to show that even if seals 
were plentiful this was no proof that the 
schooner could have eauirht them. 

Hon. Mr. Peters held that the ex- 
tracts Hon. Mr. Dickinson wished to 
read were not qualifying but distinctly 
different. 

The Commissioners, however, decided 
that Hon. Mr. Dickinson could read his 
extracts, and that gentleman proceeded 
to do so. They were from affidavits of 
witnesses for the United States, stating 
that two-thirds or even more of the seals 
shot were lost to the hunters. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson next endeavored 
to introduce the naturalization papers of 
A. J. Bechtel, for the purpose of show- 
ing that Mr. Bechtel had been a United 
.States citizen before he became a Brit- 
ish subject. Bechtel, it will be remem- 
bered, had a mortgage on the Carolena 
when she was seized, and only became a 
British subject some years later. 

Hon. Mr. Peters objected to the natur- 
alization papers going in, holding that 
they were quite irrelevant to the case. 
He objected, indeed, to the citizenship 
of Bechtel coming up at all. However, 
that was a question that would no doubt 
come up on the final argument before 
commissioners. 

As Mr. Justice King pointed out that 
the documents did not prove that Bech- 
tel was an American citizen before he 
became a British subject, and that the 
document would tend to encumber the 
report of the commission proceedings, 
Hon. Mr. Dickinson withdrew the 
paper. 

After the United States had put in a 
letter from the department of fisheries of 
Canada, dated July 2(>, 1887, to show 
that Mr. Munsie had been informed 
from Ottawa oft the decision of the U.S. 
government in April of that year to give 
back the schooner Carolena, the com- 
mission adjourned till this morning.

TRADE AND FINANCE. 

Stoclts Dull in London and New York— Bank 
of England Statement-Wheat 
Closed Lower. 

New Youk, Dec. 10. — Until tho Cuban 
resolution agitation at Washington ia 
over prominent security holding inter- 
eats declare they will not commit them- 
selves on the market, and fortius reason 
spells of uneasiness are noticed. A con- 
tributory influence is tho indis- 
position on the part of the 
" bear " leaders to extend their 
obligations materially while it is 
so difficult to shako out long stocks. 
The last-mentioned faction continues to 
work against the high-priced specialties 
[or effect upon the general list, but is 
careful to lose as few stocks as possible 
in its operations. Regardless of after 
considerations, the advocates of higher 
prices for securities are chilled by the 
continued unfavourable character of the 
exhibit of earnings made by a number of 
the leading lines and by the material 
contraction in general trade as partly 
indicated by the abnormal ease in money 
and scarcity of mercantile paper. Lou- 
don also fails to ligure, to any note- 
worthy extent, as a buyer of securities, 
and, in fact, in some shares continues a 
seller. As usual, tlio specialties were 
effected to-day by peculiar considerations, 
inducing liquidation. The closing was 
weak with prices about the lowest.

The Evening Post's financial cable- 
gram, London, December 10th, Bava :

The rise in India exchange was closely 
watched, and council bills sold 
to-day as high as one shilling 
and three and a thirty-second 
penny per ruppee.

Loyalty to the Empire and pride in the 
old land from which they sprung was 
the prevailing sentiment at the dinner 
at which tho Sons of England celebrated 
their twenty-second anniversary at the 
Hotel Victoria laBt night. It was a ree- 
ular jolly English dinner, with abounti- 
f n 1 spread, not forgetting huge joints of 
the " roast beef of Old England," with 
good ale to wash it down. The bill was 
a varied and excellent one and 
proved Mr. J. P. Byrnes, proprietor 
of the Victoria, a most capable caterer. 
The dining room presented a bright and 
cheerful scene, tho walls hung with 
bunting with tho L'nion Jack in tiie 
place of honor behind the Chairman, 
Lieut. -Col. Prior, M. P. There were 
over seventy-live guests around the 
tables and all eeemeil to be thoroughly 
enjoying themselves, for they joined 
with hearty good will in the patriotic 
Bongs that accompanied the toasts and 
cheered enthusiastically tho speeches 
made by those who proposed or respond- 
ed to them. 

Tho toast list was much shorter than 
at most public dinners and gave greater 
scope for singing between— a much 
pleasanter mode of passing the evening 
than the long succession of speeches 
that usually accompanies the ordinary 
public dinner in Victoria. Regrets for 
inability to be present were read from 
Sir C. H. Tupper, Mr. Thomas Earle, 
M.P., and Hon. J, Ii, Turner, premierof 
the province. 

Thi loyal toast of "The Queen," ac- 
companied by the singing of the National 
Anthem, was followed by 

"The Dominion and Local Parlia- 
ments," proposed by Mr. C. E. Redfern 
in a short patriotic speech) iq which ho 
spoke of the debt Britons owed tC. their 
forefathers for the struggles that had re- 
sulted in the system of responsible gov- 
ernment under which the Empire is 
ruled to-duy. The reply to the toast 
devolved upon Lieut. -Col. Prior, M.P., 
who made a short and witty speech, 
saying that no matter what party was in 
power he was sure that the representa- 
tives of tho people in parliament were 
actuated by what they considered was 
best for Canada, and their thoughts 
were more of their country than of 
themselves. 

" The Army, Navy and Volunteers," 
which was responded to in a rousing 
patriotic speech by Mr. Clive Phillips 
VVolley; "The Sons of England," pro- 
posed by Mr. James Critchley, brought 
an eloquent response from Mr. Arthur 
Lee; "Sister Societies" was pro- 
posed by Mr. J. G. Taylor and 
replied to by Mr. James Critchley; 
Mr. James Vick proposed "The 
Visitors," Messrs. Rumble and Lawson 
replying; and last but not lea9t "The 
Ladies," proposed by Lieut.-Col. Prior, 
M.P., brought a reply from Mr. Stark. 
Songs and recitations by Messrs. Dud- 
geon, Sherborne and others, interspersed 
the toasts and aided in making the 
evening one of the most successful that 
the Sons of England have ever had in 
Victoria. 



VENEZUELAN SETTLEMENT. 

The Treaty Must Be Ratified by Congress— 
The Press and Public Generally 
Adverse to It. 

New York, Dec. 10. — A special to the 
Journal from Caracas, Venezuela, says : 
" The cabinet held a protracted session 
yesterday. It was devoted exclusively 
to the consideration of the treaty which 
has been agreed upon by Secretary Olney 
and Lord Salisbury for the arbitration of 
the Guiana boundary dispute. At the 
close of the meeting it was announced 
that the cabinet hasformally accepted tho 
treaty, subject to ratification by congress. 
That body does not meet in regular ses- 
sion unti I next February, but it is not 
improbable that it will be specially 
called to act on this matter of rejection

Tiie preES and 
public generally are adverse to the 
treaty. The main objection is that no 
provision is made for the direct represen- 
tation of Venezuela on the arbitration. 

SOINGS KI CONGRESS. ' 

Bill to Secure Copyright to Musical Com- 
posers and Playwrights— Immigra- 
tion Bill. 

Washington, Dec. 10.— Pending the 
preparation of tho next appropriation 
bill, the house again to-day devoted its 
time to the consideration of bills on the 
calendar, but only two were passed dur- 
ing the lirst hour's session. One of them 
was a bill which tho prominent play- 
wrights and theatrical managers of the 
country have been laboring for some 
years to induce congress to pass. Tho 
purpose of the measure ia two-fold. 

To secure to musical compositions tho 
same measure of protection under the 
copyright law as is now afforded to pro- 
ductions of a strictly dramatic character, 
and, 

2. To add, by proper court injunction 
process, this protection to the authors of 
dramatic and operatic works. 

The bill imposes a fine of $100 for the 
first and if 50 for each subsequent un- 
authorized production. A bill to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor in the capital 
building was also passed. 

The senate will go into the regular 
channel of business to-day, taking up 
the immigration bill and partly perfect- 
ing it, and also bearing the first of the 
speeches on Cuba, those of Mr. Cullum, 
and Mr. Call. 

The disposition to put through the 
immigration bill was shown by the de- 
feat of a motion of Mr. Gibson, of Mary- 
land, to postpone the measure until 
after the holidays. Only thirteen 
votes, all Democrats, were given in favor 
of tho postponement. The proposition 
6erved to involve Messrs. Chandler, 
Lodge and Gibson in several spirited 
personal colloquies. The merits of the 
immigration question were discussed in 
a general way on eeveial proposed amend- 
ments, Messrs. Vest & Uu Palmer sug- 
gesting that liri.SB should be placed on 
the restriction, while Messrs. Lodge 
n . Q( ' Chandler uiged that the restric- 
tions be sweeping in their character. 
The bill was not passed up to the 
time ot adjournment, but the senate 
agreed to what is generally known as the 
Lodge bill as a substitute to the House 
measure. The substitute requires that 
all immigrants over the age of 14 years 
shall be able to read and write their na- 
tive language, and shall be required to 
read and write in the presence of a Uni- 
ted States oflioial at least five lines of the 
United States constitution. 

The subsequent speeches of Mr. Cullum 
and Mr. Call were listened to by crowded 
galleries indicating the public interest 
felt in the subject. The Senate then ad- 
journed over to Monday. 

BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY. 

The Iron Mountain Fast Express Held Up 
Within the City Limlts of St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Dec. 10. — The Iron Moun 
tain fast express train outgoing, was held 
up one mile from the Union station, 
within tho city limits, last night at 9:30 
by six masked men. The door of the 
express car was blown off with dyna 
mite, but no plunder was secured. 

One of the men stood in tho centre of 
the track and waved a red lan- 
tern, signifying that danger was 
ahead. The engineer stopped the 
train and no sooner hud he tdone so 
than two masked men jumped I 
on the engine cab and, presenting their 
revolvers, told him to hold the engine 
still on pain of death. Two other rob- 
borB made for the express car, while the 
remaining two stootl guard outside. In 
less than fifteen minutes the whole thing 
was over and the conductor hastened to 
the nearest telephone and notified the 
police. 

TIIE TURKISH SETTLEMENT. 

Russia Absolutely Opposed to Measures to 
Coerce the Porte. 

New Yokk, Dec. 10. — A special cable- 
gram to the Evening Post from London 
says: "The truth about that reported 
agreement of the settb.-inentof the Turk- 
ish problem is that the powers agreed 
upon a joint peremptory demand on 
Turkey for special reforms" on the return 
of M. Nelidoll', the Russian ambassador 
to Constantinople. But Russia abso- 
lutely excludes coercive measures, so 
that no practical result is expected in 
reliable quarters.

AGRICULTURE IN FRANCE. 

Farmers Suffering From the Fall in Prices 
—Bimetallism the Remedy. 

Paris, Dec. 10. — The agricultural bu 
get was discussed in the chamber of 
deputies yesterday. Premier M. Meline 
admitted that the farmers were suffer- 
ing from the continued fall of prices, and 
that the import duties had partly lost 
their efficacy, owing to the fall in value 
in foreign coin and the fall in exchanges 
The remedy, he explained, was in bi 
metal lis m ; but, he added, the question 
needed international settlement. The 
government, he further stated, intended 
to study the ell'ects of speculation in 
wheat. 

The premier suggested that a system 
of export bounties was dangerous and 
might bring reprisals. The government 
however, would consider the proposition 
He Baid one of tho greatest services 
which could bo rendered to French hus- 
bandry would be to relieve it from land 
taxation. 

The Abbe Lemiro called the govern- 
ment's attention to tho increase in the 
exports of pork from the United States, 
and M. Melino said the imports of pork 
and Bait meats had decreased from 17,- 
000,000 to 12,000,000 francs. Therefore, 
the premier pointed out, foreign imports 
had not caused the fall in prices, which 
bo explained was due to increased home 
production. 

HAWAII AND THE UNITED STATES 

Resolutions Adopted in Honolulu in Favor 
of Annexation. 

Honolulu, Dec. 4.— (Per steamer to 
San Francisco Dec. 10.)— Annexation 
club No. 2, of Honolulu, lias adopted a 
resolution declaring that it is still the 
earnest desire of residents of Hawaii to 
secure annexation to the United States 
and urging tho Hawaiian government to 
press tho matter upon the consideration 
of tho American congress.

SALMON CANNERS 

Have an Interview With the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries. 

Yesterday morning Hon. Mr. Davies, 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, had 
an informal conference with a number 
of gentlemen interested in the salmon 
canning industry on the Fraser, Skoena 
and Naas Rivers, Rivers Inlet and the 
west doast of Vancouver Island. Those 
present were: Messrs. Thomas Earle, 
M. P., W. A. Ward, M. T. Johnston. W. 
H. Dempster, R. Cunningham, R. Sea- 
brook, Parker, II. A. Munn, F. J. Clax- 
ton and Robertson. In the discussion 
the canners intimated that they had 
little fault to find with the fisheries 
regulations as they at present stood, but 
inasmuch as they applied to a thousand 
miles of coast line, it would bo desirable 
to change them in some details, notably 
in respect to close seasons. For example, 
the close season on the Skeena was 
earlier than that on th6 Fraser, and it 
waB therefore hard to apply uniform 
rules. It was asked that hatcheries 
be placed in the Skeena, Rivers 
Inlet nnd Naas, the success of 
the Fraser River hatcheries justifying 
this. It was also suggested that tho de- 
partmental experts spend more time 
in the province and that they should 
visit the spawning grounds and collect 
reliable scientific data as to salmon life. 

The minister in reply said in regard to 
hatcheries that it could not be said that 
they bad yet passed tho experimental 
stage although the department felt that 
tho system already in vogue should be 
extended. Ho expressed his pleasure at 
bearing that no dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed by the canners and remarked 
that there was no reason why Professor 
Prince of his department, who was a 
thoroughly trained expert, should not 
Bpend a considerable portion of each 
year in British Columbia. He pointed 
out that while the department would do 
its best to aid the industry tho fishermen 
could do a great deal also by seconding, 
the endeavors of the department.
